Since the year 1958,- and perhaps even 
before that— there has been a serious 
crisis arise annually which has reached 
its height in the fall and in the sprint?.

Too Much, Too Soon 



Stores all over the country put up 
Christmas decorations before Thanks- 
giving and the day after Thanksgiving 
the cities themselves put up their street 
decorations. Here on campus all the 
Christmas activities are during the first 
week of December and all the decorations 
are taken down a week before students 
go home for the Christmas vacation. By 
the time Christmas finally does come we 
are so sick of having it crammed down 
our throats along with tests, papers and 
all the other duties of the period between 
Thanksgiving and Christmas. We are 
greeted with Christmas the day we re- 
turn from Thanksgiving recess and from 
then on until the culmination of Christ- 
mas activities with the SGA Christmas 
party December 7, we are rushed through 
a whirlwind schedule of dorm decorat- 
ing and the decorations contest, the 
Christmas Formal accompanied by a 
satiety of Christmas carols in the 
dorms and at meals in the dining hall. 
At the same time, we are supposed to 
study for innumerable tests and write 
term papers. How can we possibly enjoy 
the Christmas season when not only is 
it commercialized by the stores but pre- 
packaged and spoonfed us prematurely 



by the college? 

Why couldn't the celebration of 
Christmas on campus be delayed one 
week so that after Thanksgiving, stu- 
dents would at least have a chance to 
prepare themselves for tests and term 
papers? Delaying the activities only one 
week would still allow the college to 
divest itself of decorations before the 
vacation and still allow students some 
interval between the Thanksgiving and 
Christmas season to catch their breath 
before the merry onslaught of holiday 
activities. 

The band and choral concerts occur 
within the week before the Christmas 
vacation. Unfortunately, too many stu- 
dents are too drained of their Christmas 
spirit and too far behind in their work 
to enjoy these activities which are just 
as much a part of the season as the 
Formal and the dorm decorations. 

If it is impossible to put off the 
Formal and the dorm decorations be- 
cause the decorations must be cleaned up 
before the vacation,, why couldn't the 
Christmas party at least be delayed one 
week? Delaying it for one week would 
spread out the Christmas spirit and avoid 
destroying it handing it out in one lump 
too soon.
